time prancing of wild deer has be- 
come a highway menace. Conser- 
vation Officer Paul Becbe, Forres- 
ton, said Friday night, and warned 
motorists of the danger on Rts. 
2. 64. 72 and other highways in 
the Ogle county area. 


Six deer, apparently attracted 


by automobile headlights, have 
been killed by motorists in the past 
two nights, and one deer on the 
highway resulted in serious in 
juries to a 
Rockford woman 


Thursday night. 


Altogether. Beebe said, 38 deer 


have been killed on the highways 
this fall. 
Although 
most of the 


auto-deer collisions have not re- 
sulted in serious Injuries to motor- 
ists, they have caused severe dam- 
age to cars; 


Eleanor Kennedy. 26, an employe 


of the Catholic Charities, Rock 
ford,-was injured critically Thurs- 
day when she swerved her car to 
avoid hitting a deer on Rt. 2, 
north of Oregon, and went'inlo the 
path of a Knox truck driven by 
Russell Elliott, $5_ Milan.

Army Says Monmouth Not 
Scene of Current Spying 


WASHINGTON UV-The army does not agree with Sen. McCarthy 


(R-Wis) that there is evidence iU radar laboratory at Ft. Monmouth, 
N. J., has been the recent scene of Communist spy activities. 


Secretary of the Army Robert T. 


Stevens told a news conference 
Friday there were no suspected 
spies among the 33 workers sus- 
pended on loyalty charges at the 
signal corps center. 


Stevens also said that so far as 


he could determine no secrets 
passed from Ihe radar laboratory 
to Iron Curtain nations in recent 
years. 


Current Enpionage? 


The secretary declared he did 


think espionage had occurred dur- 
ing World War II at the installation 
—at the time Julius Rosenberg, ex- 
ecuted as an atomic spy last sum- 
mer, visited it. 


McCarthy said last month, as he 


was developing an investigation of 
Ft. Monmouth security, that "it 
appears at this point to be a mat- 
ter of current espionage." 


He said evidence being gathered 


by the senate investigation sub- 
committee 
might "envelop the 


whole 4*0*1 corpt." 


McCarthy, chairman of the sub- 


commillee, commented Friday: 


No Evaluation 


"I'll let the hearings speak for 


themselves." He was in Portland, 
Maine, for a speaking engagement. 


"So far I haven't tried to evalu- 


ate the testimony," the senator 
said. "More detailed hearings will 
be held around Dec. 1, either in 
Monmouth or New York" 


Stevens' said several of the 33 


civilians suspended at Ft. Mon- 
mouth have already been rein- 
stated and all others will be given 
a fair hearing before a loyalty 
board composed of navy and air 
force civilian and military officials. 


• He said it was pure coincidence 
that the suspension of the civilians 
at Ft. Monmouth came during the 
time of the probe by the McCarthy 
committee. The secretary said six 
of the suspensions had been order- 
ed before the subcommittee 
Ugatioo got under way.

FBI Chief Has Answer 
To Spy Mystery, Claim 


WASHINGTON—W)—The top Democrat on the House Un-American 


Activities Committee has' demanded that J. Edgar Hoover, FBI chief 
tell all he knows about tha Harry Dexter White case. 


"Everybody who .had any con- 


tact with it ought to tell everything 
lie or she knows," said Rep. Wal- 
ter of Pennsylvania in calling for 
Hoover's appearance before the 
Senate internal security subcom- 
mittee. 


Walter, in an inteiview Friday 


night, said that so far as he knows 
Atty. Gen. Brownell is the only 
person close to the case to call 
White a Communist spy. Brownell 
touched off the far-reaching uproar 
in a speech at Chicago Nov. 6, 
when he said former President 
Truman gave White a better gov- 
ernment job in 1946 despite FBI 
reports that White was a Commu- 
nist spy.

President Truman said today 
he will make an "all-out 
broadcast" Monday night 
from Kansas City on the 
Harry Dexter-White case. 


The broadcast win -tell ail the 


facts," Truman told newsmen in 
the lobby of the Waldorf Tower* 
as he prepared to leave for his 
home in Independence, Mo. by 
train. 


Was "Possible" 


Truman earlier told newsmen it 


wan possible he transferred White 
from the Treasury Department to 
the International Monetary Fund 
to give the FBI a chance to watch 
him. 


Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr. 


has charged that Truman pro- 
moled White to be U. S. director 
of the monetary fund although Tru- 
man was aware that an FBI re- 
pott had labeled White as a spy 
for Russia. 


Truman declined to heed * sub- 


poena from the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee to tell 
what he knew about the White case. 


The broadcast will mark his first 


comprehensive statement in the 
controversy. 


Will Tell "Everything" 


Referring to the broadcast, Tru- 


man told the reporters: 
>' 


"I'll give you boys everything 


you have been trying to get out of 
me for the past week." 


When Truman first announced 


that he wan going to make a broad* 
cast, newsmen asked U! It would 
concern the White case. 


The former President laughed 


and said it would deal with "the 
pending difficulties." 


To a question whether his speech 


would be carried also on television, 
he said that would depend on the 
situation at the time. Truman did 
not say what network or networks 
would carry the speech. 


While agreeing It was "possible" 


he transferred White to help the 
FBI keep him under surveillance, 
Truman said he would • have to 
check Into Ms records to recall the 
circumstances. 


"Memory Hazy" 


Newsmen accompanying him on 


his 
traditional 
morning stroll 


askrd him about the report. 


"I have not examined the record 


on the matter and my memory is 
hazy," Truman said. "I would 
have to look it up." 


"If the FBI made such a re- 


quest, would you have complied?" 
he was asked. 


"It's a possibility," Truman said.

the person or persons who install- 
ed the thermostat in an impioper 
location. Accoiding to the Small 
Homes Council, there are several 
places that should be avoided . 


Cold air from windows or out- 


side doors, warm air from regis- 
ters, radiators or fis eplaces should 
not be allowed to flow over the 
thermostat. It shouldn't be placed 
on an outside wall, or on a wall 
hented by hot-water pipes, warm- 
air ducts, or chimneys. Nor should 
the sun's rays reach it. 


The reasons for these rules are 


obvious. The thermostat must be 
placed at a spot where it can meas- 
ure temperatuie that is represen- 
tative of air throughout the house. 
Near hot or cold spots, it cannot( 
do this. 


The thermostat should be away 


from heat sources and 
drafts. 


Even the heat from a lamp, tele- 
vision set or radio under or near a 
heat control will affect its opera- 
tion. 


The Small Homos Council ad- 


vises placing a thermostat from 
two-and-a-half to four feet above 
the floor, or at a height about half- 
way between the floor and the 
"brtathing level." 


Incorrect us,e of the thermostat 


Is another common cause of fail- 
ure to maintain comfortable tem- 
peratures. To use a loom thermo- 
,<rtat p'operly, the temperature set- 
ting should be raised or lowered 
only one degree at at time until 
the most comfortable temperature 
is reached. Then it should be left 
alone. 


The thermostat's job is to main- 


tain a uniform temperature. 
It 


should be allowed to do its job, 
and should not be used as a hand- 
operated off-on switch. Frequent 
adjustment should not be neces- 
sary. 


If it is desirable to raise the 


temperature, such as after an 
overnight setback, set the dial at 
the desired temperature and not 
at the top of the scale. A higher 
setting will not make trie tempera- 
nvc ieach the des-irod point any 
faster. 


Similarly, setting the dial at the 


bottom of the scale won't cool the 
house any faster than if the indi- 
cator were lowered only a few de- 
grees. 


Some conditions justify a change 


in tcmpciature setting. In a poorly 
insulated house having low wall- 
surface tempeiatures, the thermo-

slat may have to be reset as out- 
door temperatures change. 


The thermostat setting may be 


reduced five to 10 degrees during 
the night and this can result in 
fuel savings of five to eight per 
cent. 


Fortunately, the control arrange' 


ment that provides maximum com- 
fort usually results in lower heat- 
ing costs.

This is not to say that size (or 


volume) of storage space is un- 
important. 
On the contrary, it 


is vital. But size alone isn't Uie 
measure of efficient storage. 


Most homes have coat and linen 


closets, clothes closets for each 
bedioom»and cabinets for kitchen 
and bathroom supplies. But^some 
of this space is ollcn wasted be- 
cause it cannot be used to best ad- 
vantage. 


These aie the homes in which 


Uie vacuum cleaner and 
other 


cleaning supplies have-to be stored 
at the back of coat closets, where 
the housewife must buuow for 
them. Time's likely to be a caid 
table theie, too, and a tennis rac- 
quet piopped m a corner. Other 
odds and ends are stoied in chests. 


Something can be done about the 


whole unhappy situation, even m 
existing homes, by installing built- 
in storage units. Built-in units 
save space by reducing the number 
of pieces of storage-type furniture 
lo a minimum, the University of 
Illinois Small Homes Council points 
out. 


Occupying the same or less floor 


space than chests, dressers and 
waidiobcs, built-ms may extend 
to the ceiling, offering that much 
moic stontge area. 


The University of Illinois found 


that such units offer maximum 
accessibility of all items stored, 
efficient use of space for storage, 
economy in construction and flexi- 
bility. It puts paiticular stress on 
flexibility. 


The punciple of the built-in unit 


is that articles are "easy to bee. 
easy to reach and easy to giasp." 
it is iccommendecl that none of the 
units be more than 24 inches deep. 
In fact, three dcpts—12, 16 and 24 
inches — are ir.'jul piaclical and 
economical. 


The 12-inch depth is for dinner- 


waic, books, toys; 
the 16-inch 


depth for cleaning equipment, ra- 
dio-record player, desk supplies, 
•etc.; the 21-inch depth lor clothing, 
linens, raid tables, etc. 


The width of the built-in may 


be determined by the width of the 
largest article to be stored in it, 01 
by the number of articles it will 
have to hold. Height is variable 


Units may be adopted to window 


or door levels, may be free-stand- 
ing or of ceiling height. None 
should be higher than 72 inches. 


To provide flexibility, adjustable 


shelves are recommended for built 
in units. 
The shelves should no 


be evenly spaced, but adjusted 
as far apart as the tallest article 
placed on each shelf, or slightly 
farther. 


Full-front opening is most effi 


cient. Sliding, folding or hinge 
doois may be used. 


Drawers should be as shallox 


as possible for the type of aiticlc 
to be scored. 
, 


The simplest storage units ai 


little more than boxes and ai 
flexible in that they may be com 
bined in many ways. In combina 
tion they may form partitions be 
twecn rooms.

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The Doctor Says: 
At Times Bursitis Resists 
All Attempts at Treatment

Several readers have recently 


asked for another discussion of 
bursitis, and want to know wheth- 
er there Is a cure for this painful 
condition, and whether, if not, bur- 
sitis will disappear by itself. Some- 
times bursitis will disappear of it- 
self and somctmes not. 


Any small pocket lined by deli- 


cate tissue, lying near one of the 
movable joints of the body is call- 
ed a bursn. Typical bursas are 
those above the knees, and around 
the elbows and shoulders and any 
of them can become Inflamed. 


Bursitis often starts suddenly 


and in biich cases the Involved 
cavity is likely to be swollen and 
contain a fluid, the nature of which 
depends on the cause. Acute or 
subacute burslties brings tcnder- 
neus and pain. In the more chronic 
conditions in which the fluid de- 
velops grndunlly and last for a 
long time, discomfort may be en- 
tirely absent. Diagnosis is not al- 
ways easy. 


The most common, cause of in- 


flammation of a bursa or bursltin 
is a single severe Injury or lesser 
but repeated ones. Kneeling for a 
long time mny affect a bursa just 
above the knees, and so on. 


Wh.-vt can be done for an inflam- 


Barbs 


ed bursa depend* on the cause 
and on the degree and type of In- 
flammatlon. 
In the more acute 


conditions, complete rest by means 
of a upllnt, bandage or cast is 
generally advised. In those cases 
in which the swelling is great and 
the pressure causes considerable 
pain, the physician may have to 
remove some of the excess fluid. 


Since the fluid may return, such 


removal is likely to nave to be re- 
peated several times. Hot, wet 
bandages may bring relief and 
heat in the form of diathermy is 
frequently extremely helpful. Deep 
X-ray treatments have also been 
used in some cases with success. 
TREATMENT IS DIFFICULT 


Unfortunately, some cases of 


chronic bursititr are resistant to all 
these forms of treatment. Injection 
of a local anesthetic into the bursa 
Itself in often useful but may not 
bring listing effects. 


The injection of some irritating 


fluid called a scleroring solution 
has been reported to be useful oc- 
casionally. Surgical operations in- 
volving removal of the entire lin- 
ing of the bursa may have to be 
employed, but this is more or less 
of a last resort.

Pioneer Justice . . . Prairie Pirates . . . A Rock River Pocahontas... Mass Trial and Execution

Pioneer justice was quick and hard. It had to be. 


The men and women who settled the Rock river valley 
worked hard to carve out a life for themselves in a new 
land, and anyone who threatened their protccllon against 
the hazards of pioneer existence had to be dealt with 
quickly. 


One of the worst crimes was horse stealing, because 


a man needed his horse to work the prairio soil and for 
transportation. 


In the days before courts and their justice were 


firmly established, pioneers often fell victim to men 
known as prairie pirates. They were horse thieves, coun- 
terfeiters and murderers who preyed 
upon the early settlers. 
• » • • 


Ogle county felt the sting of their 


attacks about 3835. The legal process 
proved ineffective in combatting the 
thieves, and their operations increased 
until 1841, when the patience of the 
law-abiding citizens was stretched to 
the breaking point. 


In April of that year 15 men, all 


victims of the outlaw raids, met in a 
«»*« 


log school-house at White Rock. The result of the meet- 
ing was the formation of the Ogle County Regulators 
who swore to rid the county of the criminals or die in 
the attempt. They vowed to seek out the outlaws, warn 
them to leave the country and if they did not comply the 
culprits would be stripped and lashed until they would 
promise to comply. 


The Regulators' membership soon numbered in the 


hundreds, and the work began. 
The violence of the 


group soon produced an incident recalling the days of 
John Smith and Pocahontas. 


The victim was a man named Daggctt, de- 


scribed as a "Baptist preacher (from) the East, 
but (who) had fallen from his high estate." 


He was charged with being acce*sory to the 


stealing of three or four horses from the nrlgh- 
horhood of Rorkford. The Regulators seized him, 
and sentenced him to receive five hundred lashes 
on his bare back. He was stripped for the ordeal, 
but at that point the power of an attractive 
woman had itn effect on the- Regulators. 
Daggett's daughter, "aged about sixteen years, of 


very prepossessing appearance," rushed to her father's 
side and pleaded with the Regulators to spare htm. 
Daggett promised to leave the country, and the men re- 
leased him without a single lash. The Regulators departed. 


But if Daggett breathed a sign of relief, it was a short 


one. A group of the vigilantes, disgruntled with Daggett's 
easy escape from the lash, returned to his cabin a short 
time later, tied him to a burr oak and gave him 96 lashes, 
well laid on. The unhappy man confessed, according to 
the Regulators, to helping steal the horses. He was re- 
leased after the whipping, and it was reported the next 
day that he had left for Indiana.

The campaign of the Regulators continued, and 


brought increasing resistance from the friends and rela- 
tives of men who had felt the sting of the whip. One 
night 80 of the victim's supporters gathered and made 
plans to murder every man, woman and child in the com- 
munity of White Rock. 


The residents of the town got word of the proposed 


attack and quickly threw up a barricade and gathered 
all available weapons for a battle with the enemy. How- 
aver, the attackers reconsidered and never moved against 
White Rock.

Driscoll to be the general-ln-chlef of the county's prairie 
pirates. 
Driscoll and his clan drew the wrath of the 


settlcra when the newly-chosen captain of the Regulators, 
John Campbell, received a letter from William Driscoll 
threatening his life. 


As tension grew, the* outlaw* met and an* 


signed David and Taylor Drlscoll to murder Camp- 


' hell. 
On Sunday, -limn 27, 1841, Campbell was 


walking from lilt IIOIINH to his barn, when David 
Driscoll rose from behind a Hump of hickory, and 
shot the UcKululor throiiKh the heart. Mrs. Camp- 
bell ruslird to her fivllrn husband, screaming, 
niul Taylor DriKcoll pointed his rifle toward her, 
hut loft without pulling the trigger. 
The news of the murder swept across the county like 


. a prairie fire. 
Men from Rockford and Sycamore rushed 


to Oregon to offer their arms, and the air was filled with 
cries for vengeance. 


The county sheriff. William T. Ward, arrested John 


Driscoll in the home of his son. David, near Lynnville 
on Monday, and took him to jail in Oregon City. Strong 
circumstantial evidence against the Driscolls was-a dis- 
tinctive set of horse's tracks which led from Campbell's 
farm for seven miles to David Driscoll's stable. 


Rockford men in-rested William and Pierce Driscoll 


at their homes in South Grove, DeKalb county, and re- 
turned them to Campbell's farm where they were placed 
under guard.

On Tuesday the settlers were gathering in force while 


three of their number went to Oregon and, over the 
sheriff's protests, took John Driscoll from custody. They 
headed for Washington drove by way of Daysville. 


About 500 indignant citizens of Ogle. Lee. DeKalb and 


Winnebago counties gathered at Washington Grove for 
the trial. The Regulators formed a circle around a large 
black oak tree. One hundred and seven men formed the 
jury. 
After hearing testimony from several witnesses, 


the panel returned a unanimous verdict of "guilty" 
against John and William Driscoll, and sentenced them 
to death by hanging. 


When the condemned men hoard their sen- 


tence they pleaded that they might be shot in- 
stead of "hanged like dogs." The jnsjr granted 
the request. The execution was delayed about two 
hours to give the doomed men time to prepare for 
death. 
During that time two ministers prfwnt 


prayed for them, and it was reported' that Wil- 
liam confessed to the murder of six men. The old 
man, John, said nothing. 
Also during those two hours, several men suggested 


calling off the execution and turning the men over to the 
authorities, but a Rockford man spoke against it, saying 
that if the actual murderers could not be found, they 
should kill the men who planned the crime, and the 
deed was done.

A history of Oglo county printed in 1878 reports, The 


Regulators "were formed in line, numbered', and divided 
into two death divisions, as nearly equal as the number 
would permit, fifty-five in one division and fifty-six in 
the other. One division was detailed to the execution of 
tho old man, and the other to the execution of William. 
The old man was led forth first: his eyes were bandaged, 
and he was made to kneel upon the earth. All things in 
readiness the signal to fire was given, and the old man 
fell to the earth, riddled and shattered to pieces with the 
charges of fifty-six rifles. 


"William* fato mine next. In the lasf hour, 


abject fear overcame his former boldnttw, and hit 
hair turned almost white. 
In a (wmi-conscloim 


condition he was led forth, and In a few minute* 
hU body was riddled by the dlftcbarfe* from the 


other fifty-five rifles, mid lay bleeding and quiv- 
ering by thn side of his father." 
Pierce Driscoll refused to arrange for burial of his 


father and brother, and they were buried on the spot 
Later friends removed the bodies and gave them a de 
cent burial. 


The Regulators continued to hunt for others impll 


cated in the shooting of Campbell. Some escaped, and 
others, though brought into regular courts, were not con> 
victed.

One hundred and twelve men were indicted for murder in 


the deaths of the Driscolls. Some members of tlie grand 
jury which returned the Indictment were defendants In 
the case. "Most of the time occupied in the disposition 
of the case was consumed in calling the names of the de 
fendants," and after a trial in which no direct evidence 
was given, tha jury returned a verdict of "not guilty' 
without leaving the jury box. 


When the history of Ogle county was written in 1878 


(and 
there may have been no new records set since tha 


date) the case included the largest number of men evei 
indicted under one charge at one session of the grand 
Jury in judicial history. 


The lynching incident did not deal the final blow to 


the prairie pirates, but it was a step in the process o 
making the frontier safe for its hard-working citizens. 


Today their actions seem harsh, cruel, but in thosi 


days they must have seemed a simple matter of self de 
fense.

Planet Mercury 
Moves Across 
The Sun Today 


NEW YORK tfl — The planet 


Mercury moves across the Sun to- 
day in a rare astronomical drama 
last seen in its cnlircty from the 
United States in 1804. 


The event known as the "Transit 


of Mercury," occurs with Mercury 
passing directly between the Earth 
and the Sun in essentially the same 
manner as the moon does in an 
eclipse of the sun. 


Mercury, the smallest planet in 


the solar system, is too small for 
the naked eye to see it against the 
blazing sun.

will appear as a tiny black dot.

This was a change 
of heart which may be traced to 
the International Boxing Club off 
the Kid's flaming go Friday night. 


To Have Baby 


It had been freely predicted 


Gavilan would be thrown against 
Olson next February at San Fran- 
cisco for the middleweight title. 
But Gavilan's • wife is having a 
baby in February and the Keed 
would just as soon wait until 
March or April to meet Bobo. 


And it isn't definite whether a 


Gavilan-Olson fight would be in 
San Francisco. Jim Norris, IBC 
president would like to have that 
fight in New- York. Olson prefers 
San Francisco. 


Gavilan's seventh defense of his 


title before a surprising crowd of 
19,260 which paid a gross gate of 
$176,390 waa one of his most ar- 
tistic performances in a career of 
113 pro fights. 


Never Had Chance 


Bratton, who dropped the Na- 


tional Boxing Assn. version of the 
147-pound title to Gavilan in 1951, 
never had a chance after the 
eighth round in which the champ 
cornered Johnny to administer' a 
terrific pasting. 


The actual count of Gavilan's 


furious attack was 53 blows, all to 
the head. In a way, 'it was remi- 
niscent of Olson's recent perform- 
ance against Randy Turpin of Eng- 
land. It seemed that all Gavilan 
had to do was step back and Brat- 
ton would fall to the canvas. But, 
as Olson did against Turpin, Gavi- 
lan seemed over-anxious to belt his 
foe on the chin and failed to get 
over a crumpling blow.

After that blistering eighth, Gavi- 


lan worked like a man who wanted 
to break a crate of eggs, one at a 
time.
